The subject matter of Claim 1 is novel, since none 
of the documents listed in the search report 
discloses the claimed combination of features . 

Claims 2 to 9 are dependent on Claim 1 and therefore 
likewise define novel subject matter. 

Independent Claims 10 and 11 are also novel: 
Claim 10 contains all the technical features of 
Claim 1. Claim 11 relates to the use of the subject 
matter as per one of Claims 1 to 9. 

The subj ect matter of Claim 1 involves an inventive 
step (PCT Article 33(3)): 

The aim of the invention is to prepare vacuum 
insulation panels (VIP ) based on a central layer 
that consists of plastic foam with improved 
insulating properties . 

This aim was achieved by a VIP comprising a 
microporous plate as central layer and cladding 
consisting of a highly gas diffusion-tight plastic 
film comprising at least 7 layers in the sequence 
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specified in Claim 1. 

None of the cited documents teaches a multilayer 
plastic film consisting of a sequence of 7 layers as 
per Claim 1. Nor does the cited prior art contain 
anything that would induce a person skilled in the 
art to combine the individual material layers known 
per se in the manner specified in Claim 1. 

Claims 2-11 are dependent on Claim 1 or contain all 
the technical features specified therein. They 
therefore likewise meet the requirements of PCT 
Article 33(3) .
